Twenty-four out of 25 youngsters in high school 
can now see films in school. Are they seeing them? 


YEAR - END STATISTICS 


@ June marks the end of the school year. It’s a time when directors of 
audio-visual programs and film librarians sharpen their penciks and oil 
their adding machines to total their figures for the year. Some will become 
so intrigued they'll even calculate the number of miles of films that have 
been run through their projectors. And almost everyone will be satisfied 
if the number of films distributed and used has increased over the previous 
year. The comparison is always with the past and rarely with what should 


The figures are always totals, too—and rather meaningless totals. 
“We used X number of films in our school last year, an increase of LO“ .” 
Or, from a large library—‘We distributed more films than ever before 
XX thousand.” So what? 


We saw some statistics the other day that gave us cause to think. They 
were total figures, too, but there were also some ratios and percentages. 
These figures were from a city school system with a reputation for a better 
than average audio-visual program. The totals looked good. Nice big 
figures! Larger than any previous year! There could be cause for satis- 
faction. But!—-when these figures were considered in relation to the num- 
ber of teachers in that school system, they showed that films were being 
used at the rate of only one film every two months per teacher. Further, 
a sampling study of film use had been made in that city “with a reputa- 
tion” that showed that large numbers of teachers never used a film and 
that eighty percent of the films were being used by only twenty percent of 
the teachers. "., ye FF 

You who are in charge of film libraries or audio-visual programs in 
schools and school systems may choose to dismiss these facts as exceptional 
and assume it’s different where you are. But do you know? Do you know 
what percentage of the teachers you are supposed to serve you are actually 
serving? Are all the teachers you serve using on the average even a film a 
month? And is there any school at all where teachers are using curriculum- 
related films in classroom teaching on the average of once a week? 


The U. S. Office of Education survey, reported on page 242, shows 


that there are 27,257 projectors in our high schools. In fact, Dr. Reid 


states that “theoretically, at least, 24 out of every 25 youngsters in high 
school can now see educational films in school.” Theoretically they can, 


but are they seeing them? And whose business is it to see that they do?

NE of the most frequent questions asked by film pro-

Practically everyone has made guesses; no one has 
really had the facts. And as every reader of Epuca 
rIONAL SCREEN knows, there have been wide differ 
ences of opinion among the guessers. It was to take these
